Railroad men 
characterize the situation as one of the most critical. As the 
number of vessels leaving New York for Europe has been re- 
duced freight has kept coming in from the west and piling up 
along the eastern coast. Munitions, automobiles and supplier 
of every kind are piled sky high on New York docks.

afaiipt »hips plying between neutral ports." 


Iff taking this action the Scandinavian countries support the 


United States in her break with Germany in the same manner 
employed by Spain and the South American countries.

Two big liners, the Cunard Carpathia and the White Star 


liner Adriatic—have run the submarine gauntlet. 
The Car- 


pitbia arrived in New York early this morning unannounced. 
S|« tailed from England on January 20. The Adriatic arrived in 
Liverpool Monday morning on schedule time and reported "all 
well," according to the local White Star Line office. The Adriatic 
carried a great quantity of munitions from the American ports. 
The? French liner Rochambeau which left New York February 
4 hat. not yet passed the danger zone. If it has arrived it has not 
yet been reported. Its cargo consisted of munition and food. 
Twenty-two Americans were among its crew.
